Statute as to Vacancies 


In recognition of the cEscussion ov­ 
er the S tate in recent 
weeks 
w ith 
reference to vacancies, 
S tate 
Land 
Commissioner, W illiam H. McDonald, 
today issued 
a 
statem ent iii winch 
'h e jo in ted out th at the course which 
he is following is the only one th a t 
can he pursued under the present law. 
He said, however, th a t changes in the 
.statute m ight 
he advisable and 
In- 
suggested a possible compromise. Mc­ 
D onald’s statem ent follow s: 
"Tile 
subject 
for 
vacancies, 
for 
years has been one of im portance, but 
in recent m onths the interest* in the 
watte* has greatly increased. 
“As a 
starting point, it m ight he 
well to dif ne a vacancy. In non-lech- 
v ideal language 
‘vacancy’ 
m eans 
a 
1 tra c t of land between two surveys that 
has never been sold by the ”3 ta te of 
T exas (or by the governm ents which, 
prio r to statehood, exercised dom in­ 
ion over T exas) and w hich tin ct, con 
isequently, still belongs to the state. 
In many instances, however, individ­ 
uals conscientiously hold 
to the be­ 
lief 
th at they ow n th e area which 
tu his out to he a vacancy 
an this 
produces com plications, n aturally. 
• Vacancies found in the p ast have 
m eant $4,700,571.68- to the state; and 
royalties from vacancies 
which al­ 
ready have I uh* n recovered will m ean 
it large revenue for m any 
years, 
lf 
vacancies continue to be 
discovered 
in the future, this probably w ill m ean 
.additional 
m illions 
of dollars. The 
proceeds from vacancies go into the 
S tate Perm anent School Fund and are 
invested, the income being used for 
the public schools, thereby taking a 
substantial burden off the taxpayers.

vacancies has two sides. On the one 
hand there is th e private citizen who 
may have had jKissession

T ex as against which the sta tu te of | 
lim itation does not run. A

..still belongs to tlh e ‘

sim ply m eans all the people- because j 
it has never sold the a re a ; therefore, 
th e occupant has had the use of the 
land all these years w ithout anyone 
over having paid the S tate to r it. in 
brief, are the two sides.
